Religious Influence 
In U. §. 


All society, and particularly our 
own, is intimately dependent on 
religion. In the beginning of our 
own nation, at the very time when 
the revolutionary movement on 
the Continent of Europe was plan- 
ning to destroy all influence of re- 
ligion on public life, it is a remark- 
able fact that our Founding Fa- 
thers based their own revolution- 
ary action on the rights inherent 


in man as a creature of God, and

0 , is essentially a religious 
concept—a concept inkerited 
Christian tradition. Human equal- 
ity stems from the fact that all 
men have been created by God and 
equally endowed by Him with 
ny rooted in human nature it- 
self. Against any other background, 
human equality has no meaning. 
Freedom, too, is essentially bound 
up with the religious concept of 
man. In any context that separates 
man from the creative and sustain- 
ing Hand of God, there can be no 
freedom. The same is true of all 
man’s inalienable rights. The en- 
joyment of such rights is safe only 
in a society which acknowledges 
the supreme and omnipotent God, 
The whole idea of -government,

Such were the prevailing con- 
victions of the Founders 
country. Such too were the tradi- 
tions which have in large measure 
determined the course of its de- 
velopment. No one has better ex- 
pressed American traditions or has 
contributed more to their develop- 
ment than Abraham Lincoln. Eight 
times during the term of his presi- 
dency he issued proclamations of 
thanksgiving and of days of prayer 
and fasting which strongly em- 
phasize this nation’s need of re- 
ligion. The proclamation of March 
30, 1863 seems even more pertinent 
today than it was at the time it was 
issued, “We have been the recipi- 
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nothing| Threat Of Secularism 


- These words of Lincoln not only 
recall to us our national traditions 
relative to the importance of re- 
ligion; they also remind us of the 
constant temptation for this Coun- 
try to turn away from God and to 
become immersed in material pur- 
suits. In our own day widespread 
yielding to this temptation has giv- 
en rise to an even greater danger 
—the way of life we call Secular- 
ism. Those who follow this way of 
life distort and blot out our reli- 
gious traditions, and seek to re- 
move all influence of religion from 
public life. Their main efforts are 
centered on the divorce of religion 
from education, Their strategy 
seems to be: first to secularize com- 
pletely the public school and then 
to claim for it a total monopoly of 
education. 


To teach moral and spiritual 
values divorced from religion and 
based solely on social conventions, 
as these men claim to do, is not 
enough. Unless man’s conscience is 
enlightened by the knowledge of 
principles that express God’s law, 
there can be no firm and lasting 
morality. Without religion morality 
becomes simply a matter of in- 
dividual taste, of public opinion or 
majority vote. The moral law must 
derive its validity and its binding 
force from the truths of religion.

The Demand For oe 
Religious Instruction 
OD ptiagehben te people are becom- 


ing very much disturbed at the} 


increase of juvenile delinquency 
and the participation of youths in 
major crimes. In his latest report 
J. Edgar Hoover tells us that more 
than a million major crimes were 
commi.ted during the first six 
months of this year, and that the 
guilty ones were chiefly youths; 
that the worst offenders were boys 
and girls who are seniors in high 
school, or those eighteen years of 
age. 

There is considerable rebellion, 
therefore, in our nation, against 
the discontinuance of religious in- 
struction under released time. In 
many eases where the State’s At- 
torney General has declared the 
practice unconstitutional because 
of the Supreme Court decision in 
the McCollum case, he has been 
defied. 

We learn from Religious News 
Service that “Kansas cities which 
sponsored the released time pro- 
gram have decided to continue it 
despite the Attorney General’s 
opinion.” They are basing their ac- 
tion on state law which provides 
that decision on such matters as 
released-time is vested in school 
boards in ‘first class cities’ (those 
having a population of 15,000 or 
more). 


In the Pssgee 7 of Wichita and 
Kansas , the School Boards 
have announced that they would 
go on “releasing public school chil- 
dren for religious instruction dur- 
ing school hours until enjoined by 
law from doing so.” 
In the States of New York and 
Kentucky the decision from the

In the State of New York some 
300 among the 3,000 school dis- 
tricts have agreed to comply with 
the proposal that the following 
short prayer be said at the open- 
ing of each school day: 

Almighty God, we acknowl- 
edge our dependence upon Thee 
and we beg Thy blessing upon 
us, our parents, our teachers 
and our country. 

In the city of San Diego, Cali- 
fornia, beginning next February, a 
plan for teaching moral and spiri- 
tual values in the public schools 
will be given a try-out. It was de- 
vised by the School-Community Ad- 
visory Committee. It will center 
upon teaching about religion and 
upon instilling a reverence for 
God. A syllabus for the guidance 
of teachers in this work is being 
prepared by an elementary and a 
high school teacher, and it is ex- 
pected to be ready in January. 

This program will replace the re- 
leased time. program which had 
hitherte prevailed. According to 
Religious News Service, the 
“churchmen and school administra- 
ters throughout the country are 
expected to watch the San Diego 
experiment with great interest. 
Both groups have been searching 
for a formula whereby spiritual 
training can be.given in public 
schools without sectarianism.” 

Opposition te these plans and 
programs comes chiefly from or- 
ganized anti-religious and, in some 
cases, from organized Protestant 
effort, especially if they think that 
Catholics profit more by released 
time instruction than others.

A Protestant’s View 


It may be the turn of Catholic- 
ism to voice judgment on Protes- 
tantism, some 4,000 persons were 
told at the annual Reformation 
festival held early this month in 
Minneapolis. 

Dr. Theodore Wedel, Canon of 
the Washington Episcopal Cath- 
edral, said that “as the churches 
of the Reformation once spoke 
words of judgment upon the great 
Church of Rome, so that Church 
may today be the servant of God 
in voicing judgment upon us.” 

Dr. Wedel said that “Catholic 
America is still found at church on 
Sunday morning. It still honors 
the Ten Commandments and still 
fears God. Can the same be said 
of Protestant America, or at least

They never ask how 
or why did I come to accept Chris- 
tianity after the more than 30 
years in which I never went near 
a church and at best could only 
concede that Jesus had been a 
great moral teacher.

AN Amezican nun recently released from Ching after many 
months of persecution was forced to kneel on a public 
platform as Communists filed by insulting and reviling her 
saying: “The Devil is our God.” The news is out! Ip 
the last century Nietzsche said: “God is dead,” Heine the 
German poet also wrote: “Hear the bells; they are carrying 
the sacraments to God who just died.” Now the Commm. 
ists proclaim the new God and his name is Satan. 


Though the Communists have not convinced us there {s 
no God, they have long convinced us that there is a devil. 
Communism is the Mystical Body of the anti-Christ; its visible 
head is Stalin; its invisible head is the Devil; its members 
are not merely those who deny God, but those who challenge 
God; its Peter and Paul are Marx and Lenin; its Bible is 
Das Kapital; and its temporal city is the Kremlin. 


The two great forces of the Mystical Body of Christ 
and the Mystical Body of the anti-Christ are beginning 
to draw up their battle lines for the catastrophic combat. 
The moment has come for us to take sides, to stand up 
and be counted. 


The indifferent must be warned. In a crisis either one 
of two things will happen to them. Either they will go berserk, 
or else they will persecute like Pilate who was so indifferent 
as to ask, “What is truth,” and ended by crucifying Our Lord.

Synod of the Lutheran Church 


There are those who claim that 
confession dates back only to the | 
Council of the Lateran, held in the | 
year 1215, when it was decreed 
that every Catholic must, if he 
would be called a practicing Cath- 
olic, make a confession of his sins 
at least once a year. History shows 
that the Sacrament of Penance was 
in use all through the centuries, 
byt there were timts when people 
were not approaching it frequently 
enough. Hence the reason for that 
decree. 


The Orthodox Churches, all four 
centuries older than Protestantism, 
which have valid succession from 
Apostolic times through the Ro- 
man Church, to which they had be- 
longed, have retained the use of 
confession. 


Councils of the Church held cen- 
turies earlier refer to the necessity 
of seeking forgiveness of sins 
through the Sacrament of Penance. 
Three such Councils were held in 
France in the early ninth century, 


Alcuin, in England, a century 
earlier, spoke of the necessity of 
confessing one’s sins to a priest, 
and wrote a short instruction on 
confession for the use of children. 

St. Isidore, of Seville, in the year

St. Caesarius of Arles in the 
fifth century writes: “It is God’s 
will that we confess our sins not 
only to Him but to man... we 
must never fail to have recourse 
to the remedy of confession.” 


St. Leo the Great in the early 
part of the fifth century pointed 
out that Christ instituted two Sac- 
raments for the forgiveness of sins, 
namely, Baptism for the forgive- 
ness of sins committeed prior to 
its reception, and Penance which 
forgives sins committed after Bap- 
tism. Evidently people can sin 
even after they are baptized, and 
can sin and even more grievously 
before God, after they will have 
made a profession of faith in 
Christ. 

St. Augustine, in the early fifth 
century, told his diocesans “not to 
listen to those who deny that the 
Church has the power to forgive 


all sins” (De Agon. Christ. 3: F 
295, 2). ’ Pac

pardon all.sins not in their own 
name, but as ministers and instru- 
ments of God” (De. Peri. 1:2),

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Come years ago, in the days of 
the Great Deprtssion, a song 


came into popularity because of its 
spirit of fun and light-hearted opti- 
mism. It was a happy little ditty 
called “Who’s Afraid of the Big 
Bad Wolf?” and it brought a smile 
to faces which had almost forgot- 
ten how to smile during that grim 
period of insecurity. The spectacle 
of the Three Little Pigs gleefully 
defying their powerful enemy per- 
haps reminded people, in a merry 
way, that the odds against us are 
never completely insurmountable. 


But today, although economic 
ccnditions have improved consider- 
ably, and there is relative prosperi- 
ty here in America, we seem to 
live under the somber shadow of 
Fear. Listen to the conversation of 
the people around you, in public 
places, in buses and at club meet- 
ings, anywhere that people gather, 
and note the recurrence of “I’m so 
worried. . .” or “I’m afraid. . .” 
The object of fear can be any one 
of a thousand things: Unemploy- 
ment, thunderstorms, traffic acci- 
dents, illness, the Draft, the Atom 
Bomb, drowning, earthquake, ete. 


Of course everyone knows that 
unpleasant things occur in some- 
one’s life with each passing day, 
and there are tragedies which 
leave scars that never heal. But 
that is the nature of life. We can 
all expect, all, without exception, 
some grief, some trial, some Cross, 
and there is no way of foretelling 
how it will come and when. But 
that is no valid reason why we 
should endure, in expectation, a 
hundred tragedies before the one 
God has ordained for us finally 
comes. So much energy is expend- 
ed in foolish forebodings, so much 
time wasted in anxiety and dread. 
Physicians can testify to hundreds 
of cases of physical and mental 
breakdown caused by “anxiety neu- 
rosis” or excessive worry and fear.

His 
obligation is to accept the whole 
of God’s truth. 


Man himself is not merely a 
creature of the natural order. At 
the moment of creation he was 
elevated. by God to the superna- 
tural state and destined to an 


law. From its own officials and em- 
ployees it will demand an even 
stricter observance of the moral 
standard than it can enforce upon 
individual citizens or business in- 
stitutions. 
latter, the State is often using its 
police power, rightly restricted by 


|antees. In the case of public ser- 
vants the State is dealing with in- 
dividuals whose public employ- 
ment is conditioned on their hon- 
esty, their honor, their truthful- 
ness, their efficiency and their de- 
votion to the national welfare and 
the public good. 

Religion requires that justice, 
tempered by charity, must prevail 
in the State’s legislation and policy 
relative to economic groups. It 
will also inspire and guide the em- 
ployer in the fulfillment of his 
duties towards his employees in 
the spirit of justice and charity. 
In the workingman’s struggle for 
his rights, the religious conscience 
of the nation was not among the 
least of the forces that sustained 
him. Now that those rights have 
been largely vindicated, religion 
still insists on his responsibility to 
his employer and to society in the 
achievement of a right economic 
solidarity. 

Religion will lead a nation not 
only to hold forth its bounty to 
the needy of other nations but also, 
in a spirit of charity and justice, 
to do its part to alleviate the plight 
of the homeless and dispossessed 
of other lands. 

A religious people is a people 
which prays. if the spirit of reli- 
gion has declined in our times, it 
is because many, immersed in 
worldly pursuits, have ceased to 
pray. Most earnestly, therefore, we 
urge a return to a life sanctified 
by prayer. 

But prayer itself can be effective 
only when it is the fruit of calm 
and ordered reflection on the great 
spiritual realities which underlie 
our whole existence. Once the op- 
portunity of such reflection was 
afforded largely by the reverent 
observance of Sunday, the day of 
the Lord. We call upon our people 
to return to the proper religious 
observance of the Lord’s day and 
the practice of family-prayer. 

It is a cherished tradition for 
our goverament to call its citizens
